went gunning for the scoundrel, who 
saveil his life by juinpiug liehind a 
door just as the bullet from my gun 
struck and shattered the door lock, 
lie immediately returned the fire with 
i 44 navy revolver an<l shot three of 
my fingers, when we were Ixith dis- 
anne<l and the war ended. Some two 
luonths afterwards a jury at Phoenix 
pninounccd me not guilty of any of- 
fence. And that’s all. At my trial I

The charter for cities of the secon I 
class is the most imiiortaiit hi 1 now 
pending, and seeiu.s to he as lar from 
a pr.sjiige as ever. Ncwixirt and Cov- 
ington arc still widely at variance and 
unless some agreement is made witliin 
the next few days the cities of the 
j second class will he sure enough “Or- 
lihaiis,’’ ns the newspapers have ehoseu 
I to designate tlieni. 

It is given out on good authority 
lliat if tlie charter is not passed the 
Governor will call a special se.ssion 
imiiiediately after the udjoiuiiiueut to 
consider the charter, .Some of the 
iiicmhcTS seem to believe the rumor 
and .are trying to block legislation on 
the charter in the hope that the ks.“- 
ion will he extended.

The only material of which they ever 
have a complete euit is fishskin. Such a

puzzle to me. Though pretty thin, it is 
very tough and has more pliability tlian 
might be thought possible.

The lalo Profeo'or Kew'oerry of Co- 
lumbia college, New York, showed sci- 
entifically some years ago how oranges 
and apples are able to resist froet to an 
nnnsual Jegree.

The profeseoc showed that it is a law 
of crystallization or freezing or solidify- 
ing that this process depends upon sev- 
I eral conditions of the liquid to be crys- 
tallized or frozen, by which is meant sim- 
I ply that the liiinid is changed into a solid, 
j The effect of eva]K>ration has much to do 
: with it, Hsthis itself rtnluces the tempera- 
ture of liquid to a considerable extent, 
ss may be discovered by any person who 
; will pour a little ether in bis band and 
' blow uikin it, when the greatly increased 
■ coolness will be felt. In India water is 
frozen by exiersiiig it in porous jars to 
the cold night winds wlien the tempera- 
ture of the air is several degrees above 
j the freezing isdnt. 

^ Ice may lie formed in a redhot cruci- 
ble by the sudden eva]H>ration of liquid 
carlxMiic acid or in a saucer under the re- 
ceiverof an airpnmp by the evaporation 
of it and the rapid absorption of the va- 
por that escaiH's by reason of the reilnccd 
pressure by sulpliuric acid in another 
saucer. 

Again, solutions of v.urions substances, 
as sugar and crystallized salts, will not 
freeze at the ordinary tero]ieratnre at 
which ice is formed iii pure water. Thus 
a solution of salt recpiires a lower tem- 
perature to liecomo frozen than fresh 
water does, and it Is well known thak 
sugar sirup can liardly be frozen at any 
ordmuiy temi>eraturc. Further, the ten- 
; siun under which liquids are held has an 
effect ill the sumo way. A light tension 
makes freezing easier, while a high one 
retards the congelation. 

Now, all these facts have a bearing in 
tho COSO of oranges and other fruits, os 
well as the sap of trees. Watery sap of 
very succulent plants freezes much more 
e:isily than the sweet and dense sap of 
the maple or the hickory. Some buds 
will resist freezing quite stnbbomly at a 
very low temperature, and the resinoos 
covering of the bud scales of treoe, as 
those of the horse cliestnut, exert a (treat 
resistance to freezing. 

Tlie sap or juice of the orange contains 
a largo (luantity of citric acid in solu- 
tion, and a low temisTuture is reipiired 
to congeal such a solution. It also con- 
tains considerable sugar, and this tends 
to resist cold. The sap or juice, wliich 
exists in this fruit in the proportion of 
7S per cent in tlie orange, is under con- 
siderable tension, and this exerts some 
resistance to freezing, and finally the 
sap is not exj)ose<l to evaporation be- 
cause of its tight covering by which it is 
protected. 

Thus ail orange must be exposed to a 
lower teui|)erature tlian tbs ordinaiy’ 
freezing point of water before it will 
freeze. Tlie same applies to other fruits, 
a.s apples and vegetables and potatoes, tc 
some extent.— Pomona (Cal.) Progress.

I also 
made the first iiiucilnge known in the 
United States, ami when postage stamps 
were introduceil the contractor had to 
come to me to learn liow the gum was 
made, and I gave him the information 
gratis."
